Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A method of transferring metals and/or amines from a hydrocarbon phase to a 
water phase in a refinery desalting process consisting of the steps as claimed in claim 
1 , wherein the process excludes other steps, is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior 
art. 
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The prior art teaches similar steps in conjunction with additional steps of adding a 
diluent/solvent in the hydrocarbon feed, heating, and flashing to separate into fractions.
